UNIFORM CIIAKTISRS FOR. CITIES, 


At the meeting of the ma.Vors and others inter- 


ested in city government at La Crosse, Tuesday, 
the largest and most important question will be 
the new city charter law and uniformity of all 
charters. This will mean the repeal of the 40 odd 
special charters granted to cities from 1SS2 to 
1589, 
including the one for the city of Janesvnle. 


\s every city is confronted with about the same 


questions and has to meet and solve the same 
problems, there Is no reason why all should not 
come under a general city law. 
Janesville has 


needed a more clastic charter. That is already 
provided by the general chapter of the statutes 
In a measure, but this statute law as to munici- 
palities has been added to and subtracted and 
changed until it is badly patched'. The need of 
thorough revision, of uniformity1, and that all cit- 
ies ot the state act under one law.,is constantly 
emphasized. It is to be hoped this law wilt re- 
ceive the sanction of the legislature the coming 
session.

Kinley was chairman'of the House Committee on 
Ways" nnd Means and thereby gave his name to 
the" biii. but many of the. schedules went in over 
Ills protest. 
Rightly or wrongly, the whole country rose up 


in protest and in ISaO the House of representa- 
tives was turned over to the Democrats once .more, 
giv'ng them the largest majority that any parj,- 
had ever had in that body. That- tremendous 
victory, which swept over states that had never 
electe-d a Democrat to any office, disheartened the 
Republicans and gave courage to the Democratic 
hosts. Then came the great fight for nominations. 


Harrison was renominated at Minneapolis by an 


"overwhelming vote. 
The Federal office holder's 


machinery was loyal to him and the opposition 
was divided.' Elaine had made the great blunder 
of resigning his position as Secretary o£ State to 
make tho race. It was as hopeless as -«vns Clay's 
candidacy for the Whig nomination, in 1S4S. Wil- 
liam McKinley was made permanent chairman 
of the convention, and at the* last moment the 
wavering opposition settled on him. But Harrison 
was named on the first ballot, Elaine's and Mc- 
Kinlcy's vote being equal.

much for Elaine and he died soon, broken in 
heart and spirit.
